It is 
surprised because it had no t suppo sed that so 
many American peo ple were iu waut o f new 
ho mes and ready to take quick advantage o f 
a genero us o fTer, and grieved that no ne o f 
these peo ple had ever turned their eyes favo r 
ably to wards that 
sectio n. 
The Dallas 
Texas, News remarks co mplainingly that 
“ Texas has abo ut 30,000,000 acres that she i 
anxio usto dispo .se o f to immigrants o n tliei 
o wn terms, and it is as fine land as can be 
fo und o n the earth.” 
The o ilers fro m Ar 
kansas are equally abundant and liberal; the 
immigrant is wanted there and can make his 
o wn terms to r a farm. 
In Alabama there i 
delightful climate and the richest o f so il, and 
the immigrant need to be subjected to no fur 
ther expense than is necessary to mo ve in and 
o ccupy and get to wo rk. 
The first and mo st impo rtant co nclusio n to Ire 
drawn fro m these statements is the co mfo rt 
ing o ne that there is yet abundance o f land 
o pen fo r settlement. 
The o ccupatio n o f Ok 
laho ma has caused to be reiterated the far 
that the natio nal do main is nearly all go ne 
and that the United States will so o n have no 
mo re land to give away. 
But here are great 
states ready to make just as liberal o ffers 
and much 
mo re 
anxio us to have thei 
uno ccupied 
territo ry 
filled 
up 
than 
the 
federal 
go vernment 
co uld 
po s 
sibly 
I>e. 
Indiana, 
fo r 
instance 
is as thickly settled as the 'average o f states 
which have no large cities, and it had by the 
census o t 18*0 fifty fo ur inhabitants to the 
square mile. 
Io wa had 29 , Kansas 12, Mich 
igan 2S, Minneso ta 10, 
Misso uri (includin 
» St. Lo uis) 31, Nebraska 6. Orego n 2, Ten 
nessee 39 , Kentucky 41, and Califo rnia 
The average fo r the territo ries is o f co urse 
much lo wer. 
We have no t included the 
So uthern states which are crying fo r mo re 
immigrants. 
W e o nly wish to sho w that 
there is yet abundance o f go o d and fer­ 
tile land fo r the settler in the No rth, in well 
established states under go vernments that 
tho ro ughly pro tect every citizen in his rights 
The cry that the o ppo rtunities fo r o btaining 
land are clo sed up because the federal go v 
eminent has given away so much o f its do 
main to the railro ads is a fictio n. 
As fo r the So uth, it o ught no t to be igno r 
ant o f the reaso ns why No rthern settlers do 
no t mo ve in and take up its undo ubtedly ex 
cellent lands. 
In the first place tlwy are no t 
scho o led to its climate, and are under the im 
pressio n that what seems genial to the bo rn 
So utherner may pro ve ho t, unco mfo rtable 
and unhealthy to them. 
A great many peo 
pie who went So uth fro m th's state a few 
years ago have co me back po o rer in purse 
bro ken in health, disgusted with the climate 
and with unpleasant reco llectio ns o f the 
neighbo rho o ds in which they settled. 
The 
differences 
in 
civilizatio n 
are 
regarded 
as 
incidental 
to 
the 
climate, 
and 
hence 
ineradicable. 
These 
peo ple 
do 
no t impro ve the reputatio n o f the So uth 
amo ng their o ld friends, while the repo rts 
that reach us o f the happenings at every 
electio n do no t weaken the prejudice. 
Why 
is it that the So uth canno t permit fair elec 
tio ns? 
We make the allo wance fo r wro ng 
do ing at electio ns in the great city o f New 
Yo rk, where fo reign elements do minate, but 
we canno t excuse such things o r wo rse in 
Baltimo re, 
Charlesto n 
and 
New Orleans 
where there is no fo reign element in po litics 
The peo ple o f the So uth need to understand 
that a “ free ballo t and a fair co unt” is a 
vital principle with the No rthern peo ple, and 
that they are no t go ing to settle in any state 
where this principle 
is persistently 
and 
systematically vio lated and the vio latio n is 
upheld by the “ best peo ple.” 
The No rth gro ws thro ugh fo reign immi 
gratio g, which is co nstantly pressing upo n 
o ur eastern co ast and driving the native peo ­ 
ple westward. 
Let the So uth iuvite fo reign 
immigratio n also , and co mpel an inland 
mo vement that will eventually fill up Texas 
Arkansas, 
Mississippi and the So uthwest 
generally. 
In this way it might at least dis 
po se o f the negro and settle the race questio n 
which is to be the great o bstacle to So uthern 
pro sperity and gro wth so lo ng as it has a dis 
turbing influence. 


PROHIBITION IN KANSAS. 


W hy Pro hibitio n is successful in Kansas 
while it fails in o ther states is clearly ex 
plained by a To pekan in so me remarks to t'o e 
Springfield 
Unio n which we co py. 
The 
mo st apparent and striking reaso n is iu the 
fa ct that Kansas is a new state settled by 
temperance peo ple who have no t allo wed the 
liquo r trade to get a fo o tho ld. 
The amend­ 
ment was successful because Pro hibitio n was 
in practical o peratio n befo re its ado ptio n by 
a peo ple who were so ber and had no use 
fo r salo o ns. 
Mo ral principle had go ne ahead 
o f po litics in fo unding the state, and had thus 
beco me permanently ascendant. 
The Demo ­ 
crats made a party co mbinatio n against the 
amendment when it came to be vo ted upo n, 
but the Demo crats o f Kausas are represented 
to be so stro ngly in favo r o f it no w that it 
wo uld be sustained in a new electio n upo n 
the issue, even if every Ilcpublican stayed at 
ho me. 
The Demo cratic party having failed 
to make any capital o ut o f its o ppo sitio n,will 
no t again lift its hand 
in defiance o f an 
o verwhelming public sentiment. 
In o lder states, like Massachusetts and New 
Yo rk, the pro cess o f educatio n to the mo ral 
necessity o f a mo re rigid restrictio n is go ing 
o n gradually, and chiefly in tho se to wns in 
which the peo ple take advantage o f o ur lo cal 
o ptio n law to clo se the salo o ns. 
In many o f 
these to wms the truth has been demo nstrated 
fo r years that pro hibitio n do cs pro hibit. This 
result is no t due to frequent pro secutio ns and 
exemplary punishments o f liquo r dealers, but 
to the universal unwillingness to trade with 
them. 
The salo o n do es no t stay where it is 
no t wanted. 
And in Kansas the sentiment 
that it was no t wanted and sho uld no t be 
suppo rted was universal. 
This is why Pro ­ 
hibitio n is successful there. 
High license is a questio n o f law and can 
be enfo rced, even against unwilling co mmun­ 
ities. 
Pro hibitio n appears to rely o n so me­ 
thing higher than statute law', and can suc­ 
ceed o nly where the mo ral sentiment o f the 
co mmunity surro unds and pro tects it. 
The 
salo o n keeper can vio lute the pro hibito ry law 
wherever the co mmunity refuses to pro secute 
him. 
Bui the high license fee must be paid 
everywhere, and it freezes o ut the cheap and 


Pro hibitio n in a state like o urs. 
Pro hibitio n 
will co me when the peo ple are educated up 
to it. 
And then Pro hibitio n can be relied 
upo n to pro hibit, and the high license reve­ 
nues can be spared because the state will be 
relieved fro m the awful lo ad o f taxatio n that 
is the result o f o ur present J rce trade in in­ 
to xicants. 


THE DEMOCRA TIC SUCCESSION. 


The Bro o klyn Ka g le thinks that either 
Cleveland o r Hill will Ik? the n e x t Demo crat" 
ic candidate fo r President. 
It regards the 
So uth as barred o ut, while 
there is no 
Demo cratic statesman in the West wo rthy o f 
the place, and no ne in New England who 
measures up to the no minatio n. 
But New 
Yo rk has two men capable o f co nsideratio n 
as Demo cratic candidates, Cleveland and 
Hill, and to o ne o r the o ther o f these the 
no minatio n must go . 
This is the co nfessio n o f party co wardice 
that is repeated in relatio n to every Presiden­ 
tial electio n. 
W hy is the So uth barred o ut? 
The Demo cratic party has insisted upo n en­ 
tire fo rgetfulness o f the war and the wiping 
o ut o f the prejudices that cause bitterness be­ 
tween the sectio ns. 
And yet it dare no t, 
twentj'-seven years after the war, during 
which the co untry has gro wn a new genera­ 
tio n o f men, place a So uthern man upo n the 
Presidential ticket. 
The So uth has Carlisle 
and Watterso n, Bayard and Vest, Hampto n 
aud Harris, Beck and Daniel, Barbo ur and 
Go rman, Co lquitt and Go rdo n. 
What is the 
matter with either o f these statesmen? 
So me 
o f them did indeed participate in the rebel 
tio n, but no t even fro m the mo st radical Re­ 
publican paper has co me the expressio n o f 
a 
do ubt 
co ncerning 
their 
patrio t­ 
ism 
o r 
go o d 
intentio ns 
to wards 
the 
Unio n. 
And if free trade is to be the pla t­ 
fo rm again, as is no w apparent, they are 
infinitely mo re so und and better info rmed 
o n the subject than any man fro m the No rth 
who “ measures up to the no minatio n.” 
This distrust o f the So uth is do ing its share 
to wards co nverting it to 
Republicanism. 
The peo ple w ho shared in the co nflict do no t 
understand why their cause sho uld be dis­ 
credited by the very party that relies upo n 
their vo tes fo r success. 
They are pleased 
with the mo re liberal display o f co nfidence 
by the Republican party, as well as by its 
fidelity 
to 
tlie 
pro tective 
principle 
which 
is 
building 
up 
their 
sectio n. 
The Demo cratic party will, befo re the next 
three years have clo sed, be fo rced to reco g­ 
nize the So uth. 
Quite po ssibly the new Go v­ 
erno r o f Misso uri, David 1{. Francis, who 
gave $7,000 o ut o f his o wn po cket to have 
his state creditably represented at the W ash­ 
ingto n centennial, may co me fo rward as a 
Presidential candidate. 
And it is no t impo s­

LAND FOR SETTLERS. 


Prohibition in a state like ours. 
Prohibition 
w ill com e when the people nre cducuted up 
to it. 
And then Prohibition can be relied 
upon to prohibit, and the high license reve­ 
nues can be spared because the state w ill be 
relieved from the aw ful load of taxation that 
is the result of our present ..free trade in in ­ 
toxicants. 


T h e^ ou th wants settlers, and is surprised 
and grieved at the rush to Oklahoma. 
It is 
surprised because it had not supposed that so 
many American people were in waut of new 
homes and ready to take quick advantage of 
a generous offer, and grieved that none of 
these people had ever turned their eyes favor­ 
ably towards that 
section. 
The Dallas, 
Texas, News remarks com plainingly that 
‘ ‘ Texas has about 30,000,000 acres that she is 
anxioustodispo.se of to imm igrants ou their 
own terms, and it is as tine land as can be 
found ou the earth.” 
T he offers from A r­ 
kansas are equally abundant and liberal; the 
immigrant is wanted there and can make his 
own terms tor a farm. 
In Alabama there is 
delightful climate and the richest of soil, and 
the immigrant need to be subjected to no fur­ 
ther expense than is necessary to move in and 
occupy and get to work. 
The first and most important conclusion to l>e 
drawn from these statements is the com fort­ 
ing one that there is yet abundance of land 
open for settlement. 
The occupation of O k­ 
lahom a has caused to be reiterated the fact 
that the national domain is nearly all gone, 
and that the United States w ill soon have no 
more land to give away. 
But here are great 
states ready to make just as liberal offers, 
and much 
more 
anxious to have their 
unoccupied 
territory 
filled 
up 
than 
the 
federal 
governm ent 
could 
pos­ 
sibly 
lie. 
Imliaua, 
for 
instance, 
is as thickly settled as the 'average of states 
w hich have no large cities, and it had by the 
census ot 1880 fifty four inhabitants to the 
square mile. 
Iowa had 29, Kansas 12, M ich­ 
igan 28, Minnesota 10, 
Missouri (including 
St. Louis) 31, Nebraska 6, Oregon 2, T en ­ 
nessee 39, Kentucky 41, and California 6. 
The average for the territories is of course 
much lower. 
W e have not included the 
Southern states which are crying for more 
immigrants. 
W e only wish to show that 
there is yet abundance of good and fer­ 
tile land for the settler in the North, in w ell 
established states under governments that 
thoroughly protect every citizen in his rights. 
The cry that the opportunities for obtaining 
land are closed up because the federal g o v ­ 
ernment has given away so much of its do­ 
main to the railroads is a fiction. 
As for the South, it ought not to be ignor­ 
ant of the reasons why Northern settlers do 
not move in and take up its undoubtedly ex­ 
cellent lands. 
In the first place tlwy are not 
schooled to its climate, and are under the im 
pression that what seems genial to the born 
Southerner m ay prove hot, uncom fortable 
and unhealthy to them. 
A great many peo 
pie who went South from tips state a few 
years ago have com e back poorer in purse, 
broken in health, disgusted with the clim ate 
and with unpleasant recollections of the 
neighborhoods in which they settled. 
T he 
• differences 
in 
civilization 
are 
regarded 
as 
incidental 
to 
the 
clim ate, 
and 
hence 
ineradicable. 
These 
people 
do 
not improve the 
reputation of the South 
among their old triends, while the reports 
that reach us of the happenings at every 
election do not weaken the prejudice. 
W hy 
is it that the South cannot permit fair elec 
tions? 
W e make the allowance for w rong­ 
doing at elections in the great city of N ew 
York, where foreign elem ents dominate, but 
we cannot excuse such things or worse in 
Baltimore, 
Charleston 
and 
N ew Orleans 
where there is no foreign element in politics. 
The people of the South need to understand 
that a “ free ballot and a fair co u n t” is a 
vital principle with the Northern people, and 
that they are not going to settle in any state 
where this principle 
is persistently 
and 
system atically violated and the violation is 
upheld by the “ best people.” 
The North grows through foreign irami 
gratiog, which is constantly pressing upon 
our eastern coast and driving the native peo­ 
ple westward. 
Let the South invite forei 
imm igration also, and compel an inland 
m ovem ent that w ill eventually fill up T exas 
Arkansas, 
M ississippi and the Southw est 
generally. 
In this way it might at least dis­ 
pose of the negro and settle the race question, 
which is to be the great obstacle to Southern 
prosperity and grow th so long as it has a dis­ 
turbing influence.

THE DEMOCRATIC SUCCESSION. 


The Brooklyn 
Eagle thinks that either 
Cleveland or H ill w ill be the next Democrat" 
ic candidate for President. 
It regards the 
South as barred out, w hile 
there is no 
Dem ocratic statesman in the W est w orthy of 
the place, and none in N ew England who 
measures up to the nom ination. 
But N ew 
York has two m en capable of consideration 
as 
Democratic candidates, 
Cleveland and 
H ill, and to one or the other of these the 
nomination must go. 
T his is the confession of party cowardice 
that is repeated in relation to every Presiden­ 
tial election. 
W hy is the South barred out? 
The Democratic party has insisted upon en­ 
tire forgetfulness of the war and the w iping 
out of the prejudices that cause bitterness be­ 
tween the sections. 
And yet it dare not, 
twent\"-seven years after the war, during 
w hich the country has grown a new genera­ 
tion of men, place a Southern man upon the 
Presidential ticket. 
T he South has Carlisle 
and W atterson, Bayard and Vest, Ham pton 
aud Harris, Beck and Daniel, Barbour and 
Gorman, Colquitt and Gordon. 
W hat is the 
matter with either o f these statesmen? 
Som e 
o f them did indeed participate in the rebel­ 
lion, but not even from the most radical Re­ 
publican paper has com e the expression of 
doubt 
concerning 
their 
patriot­ 
ism 
or 
good 
intentions 
towards 
the 
Union. 
And if free trade is to be the plat­ 
form again, as is now apparent, they are 
infinitely more sound and better inform ed 
on the subject than any man from the North 
w ho "measures up to the nom ination.” 
T his distrust of the South is doing its share 
towards converting it to 
Republicanism 
The people w ho shared in the conflict do not 
understand w hy their cause should be dis 
credited by the very party that relies upon 
their votes for success. 
T hey are pleased 
with the more liberal display of confidence 
by the Republican party, as w ell as by its 
fidelity 
to 
tlie 
protective 
principle 
w hich 
is 
building 
up 
their 
section 
The Democratic party w ill, before the next 
three years have closed, be forced to recog 
nize the South. 
Quite possibly the new G ov­ 
ernor of Missouri, David li. Francis, who 
gave $7,000 out of his own pocket to have 
his state creditably represented at the W ash­ 
ington centennial, may come forward as a 
Presidential candidate. 
And it is not im pos­ 
sible that H ugh J. Grant, Mayor of N ew 
New-Y ork, may lead both Cleveland and Hill 
in the race.

W hy Prohibition is successful in Kansas 
while it fails in other states is clearly ex­ 
plained by a Topekan in some remarks to the 
Springfield 
Union w hich we copy. 
The 
m ost apparent and striking reasou is in the 
fact that Kansas is a new state settled by 
temperance people who have not allowed the 
liquor trade to get a foothold. 
The am end­ 
m ent was successful because Prohibition was 
in practical operation before its adoption by 
a people who were sober and had no use 
for saloons. 
Moral principle had gone ahead 
of politics in founding the state, and had thus 
become permanently ascendant. 
The D em o­ 
crats made a party combination against the 
amendment when it came to lie voted upon, 
but the Dem ocrats of Kausas are represented 
to be so stroDgly in favor of it now that it 
w ould be sustained in a new election upon 
the issue, even if every Republican stayed at 
home. 
The Dem ocratic party having failed 
to m ake any capital out of its opposition,will 
not again lift its hand 
in defiance o f an 
overwhelm ing public sentiment. 
In older states, like Massachusetts and N ew 
Y ork, the process of education to the moral 
necessity of a more rigid restriction is going 
on gradually, and chiefly in those towns in 
w hich the people take advantage of our local 
option luw to close the saloons. 
In m any of 
these towns the truth has been demonstrated 
for years that prohibition docs prohibit. T his 
result is not due to frequent prosecutions and 
exem plary punishm ents of liquor dealers, but 
to the universal unwillingness to trade w ith 
them . 
The saloon does not stay where it is 
not wanted. 
A nd in Kansas the sentim ent 
that it was not wanted and should not be 
supported was universal. 
This is w hy Pro­ 
hibition is successful there. 
H igh license is a question of law and can 
be enforced, even against unwilling com m un­ 
ities. 
Prohibition appears to rely on som e­ 
thing higher than statute law, and can suc­ 
ceed only where the moral sentim ent o f the 
com m unity surrounds and protects it. 
T he 
saloon keeper can violate the prohibitory law 
wherever the com m unity refuses to prosecute 
him . 
But the high license fee m ust be paid 
everywhere, and it freezes out the cheap and 
nasty saloon. 
H igh license m ust go before

Massachusetts. 
Kansas was settled largely 
by New Englanders, men and women who 
went there to found a free state. 
Their de­ 
scendants share those ideas of freedom and 
morality, and are ready to vote for them and 
stand by them. 
Then the liquor business as 
a business had secured uo foothold. 
Kansas 
was a new state. 
There was no great money 
interest to fight as there is here in M assachu­ 
setts. 
There wasn’t a successful and profita­ 
ble distillery in the state and not many brew­ 
eries. 
One of m y neighbors, a German, 
thought the amendment rather interfered 
with his liberty as a brewer, but he is now 
using

as

manufactory 
o f artificial 
ice.

but if it was put

to-day 
in 
Kansas

Yes, as much its 
anything is prohibited. 
Men will murder 
and steal in spite o f law, and if a Kansas 
man is bound to have a drink he can probn- 
blv get it, but he will have to take some 
trouble to do it. 
Oh, yes, prohibitiou is all 
right, and you M assachusetts people w ill get 
up to it by and by. 
But the best tim e to en­ 
joy fruit is when it is ripe, aud you m ust be 
ready for prohibition before you can have it 
and get the benefits o f it.

Y ears A go T h is K in d of F ish w as P le n tifu l 
in th e H u d son R iver . 
[From an Exchange.] 
Sturgeon s follow in the wake of shad , an d 
very few are bein g caught in the Hud son 
River at this time. 
Years ago sturgeon s 
were plen tiful, an d were often speared abn s 
the Hud son River shores at n ight, hut by bein g 
caught iu large n umbers for food they are 
becomin g very scarce an d d ifficult to cap­ 
ture. 
W hat they feed on is a mystery. 
They have n o teeth, an d the mouth is shaped 
much 
like 
common 
suckers, 
an d 
situated on the un d er sid e of the head . 
In 
preparin g a d ish of sturgeon few people pro­ 
perly cook it. 
The fish should be first par­ 
boiled for a few momen ts, to remove the oil, 
then broiled an d buttered an d an abun d an ce 
of black pepper used . 
A palatable d ish is 
mad e by bakin g an d stuffin g the fish. 
The 
spawn of the sturgeon is a d elicate morsel if 
properly prepared . 
Nearly all the sturgeon

Sturgeons follow in the wake of shad, and 
very few are being caught in the Hudson 
River at this time. 
Years ago sturgeons 
were plentiful, and were often speared aGng 
the Hudson River shores at night, but by being 
caught in large numbers for food they are 
becoming very scarce and difficult to can 
ture. 
W hat they feed on is a mystery 
They have no teeth, and the mouth is shaped 
much 
like 
common 
suckers, 
and 
situated on the under side of the head. 
In 
preparing a dish of sturgeon few people pro 
perly cook it. 
The fish should be first par 
boiled for a few moments, to remove the oii 
then broiled and buttered and an abundance 
of black pepper used. 
A palatable dish 
made by baking and stuffing the fish. 
The 
spawn of tbe sturgeon is a delicate morsel if 
properly prepared. 
Nearly all the sturgeon 
caught in the Hudson River are eaten by A1 
bany and Hudson people.

THE FRENCH MARKET. 
"W e visited the French Market.where,from 
dayoreak 
until 10 
a. 
m., one can buy 
anything from a pape r of pics to an ox. 
French is the prevailing language, but all tbe 
venders understand enough English to tell 
one the price of things. 
J lie term eeDts is 
unknown—one sees no prices smaller than a 
nickel. 
The conipiun expressions are a 
nickel,’ ‘a dim e,’ ‘two bits’ [25 cents], etc.” 


A LONG RIDE. 
“ Atlcrspendingthreedavs at New-Orleans, 
we settled ourselves as comfortably as possi­ 
ble in a car and rode to San Antonio, Texas, 
about

miles 
distant.

by some fine sugar plantations, and others 
tiiat have been turned into vegetable 
dens.” 
SAN ANTONIO, TEXAS. 
"San Antonio surprised us. It is a military 
station. The shops surpassed anything we had 
seen since we left New-York. 
tin every 
block one sees harness and saddles displayed— 
everybody rides. 
If you speak of walkin_ 
dozen blocks you are looked upon as a curios­ 
ity. 
In the evenings the principal plazas arc- 
given up to Mexicans, who by their torch­ 
lights, set out tbeir tables with bright colored 
glass anti by their fares cook wonderful dishes 
We enjoyed looking at them, however, from 
the balcony of a.hotel.” 


THE RIO GRANDE RIVER 
“ W e stopped at San Antonio 24 hours to 
vest before taking a train lor another day’: 
ride through Texas. 
On the road from S an 
Anton'o to El Paso we passed through some 
of the finest scenery id night. 
We were on 
a steady up grade, and during the night it 
was so cokl that a fire was built in our car. 
The principal impression which El Paso 
leaves on one’s mind is the lieat. 
We saw 
ihe mercury 70 degrees in the shade at 8 
o’clock in the morning. 
The atmosphere n 
so clear and dry [El Paso is 3,000 feet above 
the sea] that the sun h like a blazing ball of 
fire. 
It is pleasant all day in the shade, but 
unendurable in tbe sun. 
Here for the fitst 
time we had an abundance of fresh vege­ 
tables—peas, asparagus, lettuce, beans, etc. 
W hile here we took a trip over the border 
into Me.vco—aboat 15 minutes’ ride.

We were quite interested in this City of adobe 
houses, where

This C ity—El Paso—is a great gmnblin 
place. 
One hears nothing 
but cambliug 
talk everywhere, even between waiters at the 
hotels. 
W e stopped two days at El Paso.” 
GLIMPSE OF MOUNTAINS. 
"A s we rode out of El Paso we saw one-story 
adolie houses on either side- of the road. Just 
after crossing the river we had our first 
glimpse of the mountains,on which the lights 
and shadows are ever varying and 
grand 
From the appearance of the mountains,there 
not enough vegetation lo support a goat. 
VY 
again struck a barren, sandy plain, on which 
we saw wonderful cacti,20 feet high. 
A gen­ 
tleman sitting near told us they grow as tall as 
40 feet, and bear fruit resembling strawberries 
in flavor, which they call schuara. Although 
this plain looked so barren to us, we were told 
that the Indian finds enough to live on—ante­ 
lope, berries, beans, etc. 
Mountains rise up 
from the surface of 
the 
plain, 
lnokin 
like 
mounds 
of 
earth. 
Beyond 
these 
are 
other 
mountains. 
10,000 
feet 
high, which seem to be within walking dis 
taacc, 
so 
clear

frost is unknow n. 
We were told most of the 
old trails here are marked by hum an bones

Here we saw genuine Indians, painted and 
with 
long black hair hanging over their 
shoulders. W e saw beautiful shrubs and trees 
grown by irrigation and it was very refresh 
ing after the barren sand hills.

Tinm outh wants settlers and is surprised 
and grieved at tho rush to Oklahoma. 
It is 
surprised because it had not supposed that so 
many American people were in waut of new 
homes and ready to take quick advantage of 
a generous offer, and grieved that none of 
these people had ever turned their eyes favor 
ably towards that 
section. 
The Dallas, 
Texas, Sews remarks complainingly that 
“ Texas has about 30.000,000 acres that she is 
anxioustodispo.se of to immigrants on their 
own terms, and it is as fine land as can be 
found on the earth.” 
The offers from Ar­ 
kansas are equally abundant and liberal; the 
immigrant is wanted there and can make his 
own terms tor n farm. 
In Alabama there is 
delightful climate and the richest of soil, and 
the immigrant need to be subjected to no fur­ 
ther i'X|»ense than is necessary to move in and 
occupy aud get to work. 
The first and most important conclusion to In­ 
drawn from these statements is the com fort­ 
ing one that there is yet abundance of land 
open for settlement. 
The occupation of Ok 
lahoma has caused to lie reiterated the fact 
that the national domain is nearly all gone, 
and that the Toited States will soon have no 
more land to give away. 
Hut here are great 
states ready to make just as lilteral offers, 
nnd much 
more 
anxious to have their 
unoccupied 
territory 
filled 
up 
than 
the 
federal 
government 
could 
pos 
sibly 
he. 
Indiana. 
for 
instance, 
is as thickly settled a' the average of states 
whic h have no large cities, and it had by the 
census ot 18*0 fifty four inhabitants to the 
square mile. 
Iowa had 29, Kansas 12, Mich­ 
igan 2*. Minnesota IO, 
Missouri (including 
St. Louis) 31, Nebraska 6. Oregon 2, Ten­ 
nessee 39, Kentucky 41, and California 6. 
The average for the territories is of course 
much lower. 
W e bu vc not included the 
Southern states which nre crying for more 
immigrants. 
We ouly wish to show that 
there is yet abundance of good and fer­ 
tile land for the settler in tile North, in well 
established states under governments that 
thoroughly protect every citizen in his rights. 
The cry that the opportunities for obtaining 
land are closed up lierauac the federal gov­ 
ernment has given away so Much of its do­ 
main to the railroads is a fiction. 
As for the South, it ought not to he ignor­ 
ant of the reasons why Northern settlers do 
not move in and take up ifs undoubtedly ex­ 
cellent lands. 
In the tiro place Hwy are not 
schooled to its climate, and arc under the im­ 
pression that what seems genial to the Itorn 
(Southerner may prove hot, uncomfortable 
nnd unhealthy to them. 
A great many pco* 
pie who went South from till* state a few 
years ago have come iwck poorer in purse, 
broken in health, disgusted with the climate 
and with unpleasant recollections of the 
neighborhoods in which they settled. 
The 
dirt cremes 
In 
civilization 
are 
regarded 
as 
incidental 
to 
the 
climate. 
and 
hence 
ineradicable. 
These 
people 
do 
not improve the 
reputation of tile South 
among their old friends, while the re|*>rts 
that reach us of the happenings at every 
election do not weaken the prejudice. 
Why 
is it that the South cannot permit fair clee 
tions? 
We make the allowance for wrong­ 
doing at elections in tin- great city of New 
York, where foreign elements dominate, hut 
we cannot excuse such things or worse in 
Baltimore, Charleston 
and 
New Orleans 
when* there is no foreign element in politics. 
The people of the South need to understand 
that a " free ballot and a fair count” is a 
vital principle witli the Northern people, and 
that they are not going to settle in any state 
where this principle 
is persistently 
and 
systematically violated and the violation is 
upheld by Hie ** best people.” 
The North grows through foreign irumi 
gratiog, which is constantly pressing upon 
our eastern coast and driving the native peo­ 
ple westward. 
Lot the Mouth invite foreign 
immigration nlso, 
aud compel an inland 
movement that will eventually fill up Texas 
Arkansas, 
Mississippi and the Southwest 
generally. 
In this way it might at least dis­ 
pose of the negro aud settle the race question, 
wl|ich is to bt' the great obstacle to Southern 
prosperity and growth so long as it has a dis 
turhing influence. 


PROHIBITION IN KANSAS. 


Why Prohibition is successful in Kansas 
while it fails in other Mate* is dearly ex 
plained by a Topekun in some remark* to the 
Springfield 
Union which we copy. 
The 
most apparent aud striking reason is in the 
fact that Kansas is a new state settled by 
temperance people who have not allowed the 
liquor trade to get a foothold. 
The amend­ 
ment was successful because Prohibition wa* 
in practical operation before its adoption by 
a people who were sober and had no use 
for saloons. 
Moral principle had gone ahead 
of politicsin founding the state, and had thus 
become permanently ascendant. 
The Demo­ 
crats made a party combination against the 
amendment when it came to lie voted upon, 
bul the Democrats of Kansas are represented 
to be so strongly in favor of it now that it 
would tie sustained in a new election upon 
the issue, even if every Itepubliean stayed at 
home. 
The Democratic party having failed 
to make any capital out of its opposition, will 
not again lift its hand 
in defiance of an 
overwhelming public sentiment. 
In older slates, like Massachusetts and New 
York, the process of education to the moral 
necessity of a more rigid restriction is going 
on gradually, and chiefly in those towns in 
which the people take advantage of our local 
option law to close the saloons. 
In many of 
these towns the truth has been demonstrated 
for years that prohibition docs prohibit. This 
result is not due to frequent prosecutions and 
exemplary punishments of liquor dealers, hut 
to the universal unwillingness to trade with 
them. 
Tile saloon does not stay where it is 
not wanted. 
And in Kansas the sentiment 
that it WM not wanted and should not be 
supported was universal. 
This is why Pro­ 
hibition is successful there. 
High license is a question of law and can 
he enforced, even against unwilling commun­ 
ities. 
Prohibition appears to rely on some­ 
thing higher than stat ate law, and can suc­ 
ceed only where the moral sentiment of the 
community surrounds and protects it. 
The 
saloon keeper can violate the prohibitory law 
wherever the community refuses to prosecute 
him. 
But the high license fee must be paid 
everywhere, and it freezes out the cheap and 
nasty saloon. 
High license must go before 


Prohibition in a state like ours. 
Prohibition 
will come when the people nre educated up 
to It. 
And then Prohibition can be relied 
upon to prohibit, and tile high license reve­ 
nues can be spared because the state will be 
relieved from the awful load of taxation that 
is the result of our present _frce trade in in­ 
toxicants. 


THE DEMOOR A TIC SUCCESSION. 


The Brooklyn 
Eagle thinks that cither 
Cleveland or Hill will be the next Democrat' 
Ic candidate for President. 
It regards the 
South as barred out, while 
there is no 
Democratic statesman in the West worthy of 
the place, and none In New England who 
measures up to the nomination. 
But New 
York has two men capable of consideration 
as Democratic candidates, Cleveland and 
Hill, nnd to one or the other of these the 
nomination must go. 
This is the confession of party cowardice 
that is repeated in relation to every Presiden­ 
tial election. 
W hy is the Mouth barred out? 
The Democratic party lias insisted upon on 
tire forgetfulness of the war and the wiping 
out of the prejudices that cause bitterness be­ 
tween the sections. 
And yet it dare not, 
twenty-seven years after the war, during 
which the country has grown a new genera­ 
tion of men, place a Southern man upon the 
Presidential ticket. 
The Mouth has Carlisle 
and Watterson. Bayard and Vest, Hampton 
and Harris, Beck nnd Datiiel, Barbour and 
Gorman, Colquitt and Gordon. 
What is the 
matter w ith either of these statesmen? 
Home 
of them did indeed participate in the rebel 
tion, but not even from the most radical He- 
publican paper has come the expression of 
a 
doubt 
concerning 
their 
patriot­ 
ism 
or 
good 
intentions 
towards 
the 
Cnion. 
And if free trade is to In* the plat­ 
form again, as is now apparent, they arc 
infinitely more sound and letter informed 
on the subject than any man from the North 
who "measures up to the nomination.” 
Th is distrust of the South is doing its share 
towards converting it to 
Republicanism, 
The people who shared in the conflict do not 
understand why their cause should In- dis­ 
credited by the very party that relies upon 
their votes for success. 
They are pinned 
with the more liberal display of confidence 
by the itepubliean party, as well as by its 
fidelity 
to 
the 
protective 
principle 
which 
is 
building 
up 
their 
section. 
The Democratic party will, before the next 
three years have closed, lie forced to recog 
nize the South. 
Quite possibly the new Gov­ 
ernor of Missouri, David It. Francis, who 
gave $7,000 out of his own pocket to have 
lii> state credit lilly represented al the Wash­ 
ington centennial, may come forward as a 
Presidential candidate. 
And it is not impos­ 
sible that Hugh J. Grant, Mayor of New 
New-York, may lead both Cleveland and Hill 
in the race.

A prohibitory amendment is a good 
tbing. a grand thing, but you must he ready 
for it. 
By and by—looking at his cigar—we 
won't kill ourselves smoking and we will eat 
and live intelligently, but we can't do all 
these things in a minute. 
Prohibition has 
been a good thing for Kansas 
The state has 
grown greatly in material wealth and in popu­ 
lation, and our taxes in Topeka are lower, 
although we are making great improve­ 
ments. 
Bul Kansas was 
different 
from 
Massachusetts. 
Kunsas was settled largely 
by New Englanders, men and women w ho 
went there to found a free state. 
Their de­ 
scendants share those idea* of freedom and 
morality, and are really to vote for them arid 
stand by them. 
Then the liquor business as 
a business had secured no foothold. 
Kansas 
was a new state. 
There was no great money 
interest to fight as there is here in Massachu­ 
setts. 
There wasn’t a successful and profita­ 
ble distillery in the state and not many brew­ 
eries. 
One of my neighing*, a German, 
thought the amendment rather interfered 
with his liberty as a brewer, but he is now 
using 
iii* 
brewery 
as 
a 
manufactory 
of artificial 
ic*. 
The 
Democratic 
party 
in 
Kunsus 
as 
a 
party 
opposed 
the 
amendment, but if it was put 
to 
vote 
to-dav 
in 
Kansas 
whether 
to 
keep 
the amendment or repeal it and every Repub­ 
lican vote^ stayed at home, the amendment 
would be retained by the Democratic party. 
Does prohibition prohibit ? Yes, ai much as 
anything is prohibited. 
Alen wi'l murder 
and steal in spite of law, and if a Kansas 
man is bound to have a drink he can proba­ 
bly get it, but he will have to take some 
trouble to do it. 
Oh, yes, prohibition is all 
right, and you Massachusetts people will get 
up to it by sod by. 
But the best time to en­ 
joy fruit Is when it is ripe, aud you must he 
ready for prohibition before you can have it 
and get the benefits of it.
